In cold climates plant Dutch bulbs as early in the Fall as they are available, which is generally in 


September or early October. 


In the warmer climates of the South, it is best to plant Dutch bulbs 


in December or January, so there is no chance of their forcing out in the Fall or early Winter and 
being damaged by freezes. Dutch bulbs require a good soil with good natural drainage, and a fibrous 


loam supplied well with sharp sand is best.

If best 
results are to be had in the planting of shade trees, consideration must be given to the selection of 
the tree as well as the planting and care of same thereafter.
